food, rich in heat-producing ele- 
ments and reasonably priced. It may 
be freely used during this season.

give attention to, urging that the 
church should study the matter. 
condemn abuse of their relations 
and exert itself to cultivaje the 
relations in such way as to remgve 
all suspicions from the negroes and 
to afford aid to them in their devel- 
opment. 

Dr. Plato Durham in an address 
in this connection referred to the 
Atlanta plan that has been so suc- 
cessfully inaugurated, and which is 
being followed in other sections of 
the country. 

Dr. Durham stated that the At- 
lanta plan received conspicuous no- 
tice and commendation at the meet- 
ing held in Atlantic City recently, 
and which was largely attended by 
leaders from many states of the 
union. 

Plan fer Co-operation. 

Dr. Durham stated that the At- 
lanta plan is simply to get the 
Christian leaders of the two races 
to meet for the one purpose of of- 
fering some really religious plan in 
which the leaders of the races will 
co-operate in promoting a strongei 
bond of sympathy and attachment 
between the two and be conducive 
towards preventing crimes, 

In Atlanta the leaders have a 
common understanding and are 
working with a well defined object 
in view. A high school for negroes 
has been born of this plan in At- 
lanta, and a playground for negroes 
has been given them, ‘Dr. Durham 
asserted his belief that the problem 
of inter-race relations should be 
approached in the Spirit of Christ 
and declared that the power of the 
zospel would be suflicient two 
solve it. 

Speaking of the race relations, 
Rev. W. J? Debardelebeh declared 
that many nexrves had taiked to 
him, and their one plea was for 
justice. He claimed they want-jus- 


tice in business, in the eourts, and 
in all walks or life where tney must 
make their own way. ‘They do not 
piead for social equality, he said. 
The conference had agt shown 
more intense interest im’ any one 
thing than in the discussions of the 
race relations. The interest was 
kindly and sympatnetic, and cleariy 
showed that the sentiment of the 
church is to stop the shame that 
restS upon Georgia; and to aid tne 
more untortunate. Both papers were 
heartily and unanimousiy indorsed. 


No Meeting Place Named. 


The North Georgia conference ad- 
journed without selecting a place ot 
ameeting for next year. However, 
the commission on entertainment 
Was authorized to make a selectivil, 
either on the entertainment plan or 
the self-entertainment scheme. An 
assessment for the expenses of the 
conference was ordered. The pres- 
ent indications are that the confer- 
ence will meet in Atianta again 
next fall, and for all coming years 
afterwards. 

W. 8S. Branham, a former ‘member 
of the conference, surrendered his 
credentials and withdrew from the 
membership of the church. 

The board of education reported 
that Rev. C. A. Allday had made a 
bequest to Emory university of the 
sum of $9,000, and that Mrs. Annie 
Pyron Jones had founded a lecture- 
ship in honor of her father, the late 
Sam P. Jones, devoted entirely to 
lectures on evangelism.

Associated Press.)}—The subcom- 
mittee of the national assembly in- 
vestigating war responsibility con- 
tinued its interrogation of Dr. Karl 
Helfferich this morning. The ses- 
sion was marked by almost amus- 
ing politeness on the part of those 
who since the beginning of the in- 
+ vestigation had been heckling -unti! 
it- broke with a loud crash Satur- 
day. Even voices were carefully 
subdued except in the case of Dr. 
Eduard David and Deputy Sinshei- 
mer. Helfferich’s was almost inau- 
dible and Von Bethmann-Holliwes 
no longer adopted the booming 
tones, 

At the opening of the session the 
former vice chancellor requested 


| permission to furnish the press with 


a statement bearing on the eyents of 
Saturday. and Von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg expressed the hope that the 
committee was convinced he had no 
political motive or purpose in giv- 
ing his testimony. He did no® de- 
sire to suppress anything, but be- 
lieved in giving the best expert in- 
formation at his command. 

The questions of the submarine 
warfare and America’s position 
were again fruitlessly discussed. Dr. 
David asked: “Was the reichstag 
actually united for the submarine 
war?” 

Von Bethmann-Hollweg replied: 
“T remember a confidential confer- 
ence of citizens and party leaders 
at which they were outspokenly 
| for President Wilson's intervention. 
But he said of the conference on 
January 30, 1917: “All the con- 
servatives were 'for the submarine 
war and against the very moderate 
peace offered.- The centrists joined 
the conserative ranks and begged 
us not to stick to those terms, if it 
really came to peace negotiations. 

Dr. Helfferich, however, assented, 
saying: “The U-boat warfare was 
not begun against the will of the 
reichstag, but with its support.” 

Guards posted by Minister of De- 
fense Noske crowded the corridors 
and stood outside the 
with particular attention to the 
door where Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg tried to enter Saturday. 
The great crowds were held in check 
by the guards, who assured the un- 
believing throng that Von Hinden- 
burg would not appear until to- 
morrow.

Washington, November 17.-——Un- 
less congress continues the sugar 
equalization board during 1920 the 
price of Cuban sugar to American 
consumers will increase to fifteen. 
or twenty cents a pound, Attorney 
General Palmer -~'7. in a letter to 
Senator McNary, republican, Oregon, 
which the senator made public to- 


day. Mr. Palmer expressed the hope 
that the bill offered by Senator Mc- 
Nary to continue the beard in ex- 
stence would be enacted. 

Regarding the agreement between 
the attorney general and produc- 
ergs for prices of 17 and 18 cents 
for Louisiana sugar, Mr. .Palmer 
wrote: , 

“It was considered by this de- 
partment advisabie to establish a 
maximum price. Understand, this 
is not a fixed price, and co ipetition 
has the same field as before. The 
same factors that would reduce the 
price by the importation of Cuban 
sugars in competition with beet and 
Louisiana sugars still exist, but 
these maximum prices as now es- 
tablished and agreed upon could be 
taken as prima facie evidence in 
cases where a price in excess of 
these prices is charged.” 

Replying to an inquiry by Sena- 
tor McNary as to what steps were 
being. taken by the sugar board to 
control prices, President Zabriskie 
said dealers were requested to con- 
tine themselves to “fair and reason- 
able profits,” and that the depart- 
ment of justice was prosecuting 
these exacting “inordinate profits.” 


METHOD FOR VALUING 


INSURANCE SECURITIES 


New York, November 17.—State 
insurance commissioners at their 
national convention here today de- 
cided to retain the method used 
last year in arriving at the value 
of securities submitted by insvur- 
ance companies, 3 

This method provides that the 
value of the securities on Novem- 
ber 1, 1918, shall be added to thase 
for November 1, 1919. and the total 
divided by two, to obtain an aver- 
age. This plan, however, was moad- 
ified to specify that the valuation 
shall not at any time exceed the 
market price as of December 31, 
1919. 

Provision also was made that aN 
government bonds issued for war 
purpeses shall be valued at par, if 
bought directly from the govern- 
ment.

The sugar seized in raids of 
North Georgia moonshiners, and 
sold at pees auction Monday at 
noon at the postoffice, brought from 
22 to 31 cents a pound, Five thou- 


sand pounds were disposed of by} 


the federal authorities in about a 
an hour, and.the more than 
200 prospective purchasers’ that 
gathered there consisted of repre- 
sentatives from every class of sug- 
ar consumers. 

Most of the sugar sold was of a 
ood granulated grade, and in ad-. 
ition there was a large amount of 
clarified sugar, of a-poorer grade. 
The sale was a result of the law 
that says that government confis- 
cated material must be sold at pub- 
lic auction to the highest bidder, 
and the quandary that confronted 
Coilector of Internal Revenue A. C. 
Blalock as to whether Py not this 
action would make the act prof- 
iteering was solved only oy a tele- 
gram from Collector Roper in 
Washington that ruled that the sale 
at public auction was the only 
course that could be pursued, ac- 
cording to the law.

They are in 
the alliance. I do not wish to be 
considered as criticising them. But 
if there has been failure, it is not 
our failure.” 

Pointing out that nobody knew 
what central Russia wanted and 
that any attacks upon bolshevism 
carried beyond a certain point had 
failed, the premier declared that 
with Great. Britain’s own burdens 
it was quite impossible to go on 
financing civil war in Russia in- 
definitely. Be 

“Our own country is’ our~ first 
concern,” he said, “and there. is no 
surer road to bolshevism at home 
than financial bankrutpcy. We] 
have contributed more to anti-bol- 
shevist elements in Russia than 
France, Japan and America put to- 


gether. I boast of that because it 
was an obligation of honor for us.” 
Ne More, Supplies for Russia. 
Mr. Lloyd-George admitted the 
accuracy of the French press re- 
port that France and England were 
in agreement to withhold further 
supplies from Russia because, as he 
explained, it was impossible fur- 
ther to burden the French tax- 
payer. 
Dilating upon the almost insu- 
perable difficulties of formulating 
a policy when on one side there were 
anti-bolshevists like Kolchak and 
Denikine fighting_to reknit and re- 
unite powerful Russia, and on the 


other side border states equally 
anti-bolshevist, seeking their “own 
independence, and therefore the dis- 
integration of Russia, the premier 
said: 

“We ane faced by three claims for 
intervention. The first and second- 
are Russia and Armenia, and those 
opposing intervention in Russia ad- 
vocate intervention in Armenia, Ar- 
menia is a good cause, and Britain is 
one nation able to réstore a sem- 
blance of justice and good govern- 
ment. But can we do all these 
things, considering our great bur- 
dens? | 

“The third case isthe Baltic prov- 
inces, where the Germans must be 
cleared out, or the peace of Europe 
is unsafe. 

Terrible Responsibility. 

“Will any wise man advise us to 
undertake the terrible responsibility 
of restoring order in a country as 
large as Russia, where no country 
ever intervened without landing 
itself into disaster? I cannot under- 
take such responsibility.” 

The premier, in closing, declared 
he did not fear bolshevism in any 
well-governend land, but dreaded a 
wild adventure into lands whose 
condition was unknown, and where 
nothing but Catastrophe had awaited 
every empire and every army that 
had ever made it,

Jury Begins Probe. 

The federal grand jury began a 
probe into the sugar Ktdati¢n Mon- 
day morning at 10 o'clock, ip an 
effort to determine whether or not 
dealers are procuring excessive 
profits in the handling of sugar. 
About twenty-five witnesses testified 
before the jury, representing whole- 
sale and retail sugar dealers, candy 
manufacturers and other large users 
of sugar. The district attorney 
Stated that he did not expect any in- 
di tments from this session, but that 
inf rmation was expected that would 
rresult in indictments at the regular 
session. 

A statement issued by the district 

attorney on Monday pointed out the 
agreement that had been reached 
between Attorney General Palmer 
and Louisiana sugar producers, with 
which the department of justice in 
Washington concurs, and which fixes 
the prices of certain grades of Lou- 
isiana sugar at17 and 18 cents. The 
department of justice, it is declared,

Some of the Louisiz-a purchasers, 
itis understood, are not ag:cring to 
these prices, and will wait a gov 
ernment investigation on the prices 
at which they are selling. 


District Attorney’s Ruling. 


The district attorney’s statement 
follows: 

Persons interested in SUgar are requested 
to take notice that the Louisiana sugar in- 
terests have agreed to a price of 17 «ents 
for Louisiana clarified and 18 cents ‘for 
Louisiana clear granulated sugar. The de- 
partment of justice. has concurred in these 
prices, and it is understood that all con- 
tracts for higher prices are. abrogated, ex- 
cept where shipment ef the same was start- 
ed prior to the agreement. 

Persons who are paying more than these 
prices for Louisiana sugars are advised that 
the department. will not recognize their 
right to base profits.on a higher rate. 

Those concerned vwél understand’ that 
these rates do not affect the price of any 
other kind of sugar, and sugars of the old 
crop of better grades than these are still 
due to be sold at lower rates. . 


Statement by Manget. 


The following statement regarding 
the sugar situation was issued Mon- 
day night by John A. Manget, Ful- 
ton county food administrator: 

“The government and the Louisiana pro- 
dueers have agreed on 17 cents for clarified 
and 18. cents for granulated f.0.b. New Or- 


leans. 

‘One jobber in Atlanta has 28 carioads 
sold in this territory on a basis of 20 
eents f.0.b: New Orleans. The producers 
will not -fill the order at 18 cents, although 
the trade hene is willing to pay that in or- 
der to get sugar. 

“There has been some suffering here for 
sugar for the past weeks and unless pressure 
is brought to bear to force the producers 
to sell at the agreed price there may be 
more suffering.~ 

‘‘In the meantime merchants who have 
sugar ou hand or en route bought before 
the agreement between the government and 
the producers was made will continue to be 
_within the law in’ charging not over 22% 
cents to the retailer and not over 25 cents 
to the consumer for all sugars other than 
granulated, the price of which remains at 
12 cents unless auctioned off by the gov-

| That Is View of State De- 
-partment—Strong Note 
Sent Mexico About Ar- 
rest of United States 

- Consul. 


Washington, November 17.—Con- 
vinced of the innocence of William 
O, Jenkins, American consular agent 
at Puebla, Mexico, of the charge 
that he connived with Frederico 
Cordova, the rebel who kidnaped 
him, the state department has made 
strong representations to the Mex- 
ican government against Jenkins’ 
arrest. It was said officially that 
information already at hand justified 


the presumption that Jenkins was 
innocent. 


State department officials regard 
the charges that Jenkins connived 
with his abductors as highly improb- 
able, in view of the rumor current 
in Mexico City, that the eighteen 
peons, upon whose \ttestimony the ar- 
rest was predicated by the state 


authorities of Puebla, had been 
threatened with death unless they 
testified against Jenkins. The peons 
were said to have been held incom- 
municado by the police authorities 
after their -arrests at Jenkins’ 
ranch. 


Genuine Cxsae of Kidnaping. 


According to Mexican newspapers, 
Judge Franco, of Puebla, examined 
Jenkins before declaring that in his 
opinion it was a genuine case of 
kidnaping. The secretary of state 
of the state of Puebla, however, sub- 
sequently ordered the police activi- 
ties which resulted in the arrest of 
the peons. 

Judge Franco was urged by Luis 
Cabrera, according to reports in 
Mexico City, to order the arrest of 
Jenkins from the bench, following 
his investigation, but he declared 
there was no evidence upon which 
to base such action. The governor 
of the state of Puebla is a brother 


of Luis Cabrera. 


Although representatives on the 
case are understood to have made it 
clear to the Mexican ywovernment 
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that the United. Statee : 

kins imnocent, it was stated today 
that a complete investigation would 
be made by the Washington govern- 
ment. As a consular agent he is not 
immune from arrest, but it was said 
cn 44 would be taken to see that his 
rights are in no way abridged in 
proceedings brought against him. 


Peons Threntened. 


First official news. of the arrest 
of the consular agent. was sent to 
the state department yesterday by 
the American embassy, which re- 
ported that the arrest appeared to 
be based on declaratio from a 
number of peons who, under threats, 
made ‘statements purporting to es- 
tablish collusion. 

The department immediately tele- 
graphed urgent instructions to the 
embassy to take the matter up with 
the Mexican office with a view to 
securing the release of Jenkins. 
The embassy’s later report that 
Jenkins had been released, but re- 
stricted to his home, was based on 
a telegram from the consular agent. 
The embassy also reported that in 
a signed statement published in the 
Mexico City press, the prosecuting 
attorney of Puebla charged Jen- 
kins was guilty of criminal respon- 
sibility and of giving false evidence 
and that he had been transferred 
to his home to avoid recurrence of 
his illness, which followed his cap- 
ture by the bandits...

The secretary of 
state of Puebla expresséd the be- 
lief, the article said; that “at this 
place there might be found indica- 
tions which might throw some light 
on the theory which the authorities 
continue to maintain that it is a 
case of auto-kidnaping.” 

The peons were held incommuni- 
cado until their statements had been 
obtained, the papers said, adding 
that in the search of the Jenkins 
ranch no documents were found 
tending to incriminate him. 


NO BAIL ASKED 
OF JENKINS. 


Mexico City, November 17.—(By 
the -Associated Press.)—Dispatches 
from Puebla today assert that Wil- 
liam O. Jenkins, American consular 
agent at Puebla, although 
thechnically under arrest, charged 
with false statements in con- 
nection with his recent ab- 
duction by the bandit leader, Fed- 
erico Cordova, by order of the state’s 
attorney, is given freedom of the 
entire city with no bail required, 
the officers accepting his word he 
will not leave Puebla until court 
proceedings are completed. 

Jenkins, following. his arrest, re- 
quested to be lodged in jail until 
the matter was finally settled, but 
the officials refused. It is ex- 
péected-a preliminary hearing will 
take place Monday.

Hair tonic, flavoring extract. et 
al. are doomed to the discard, it 
seems, unless their “potability” is 
put beyond the pale of the most in- 
discrimifZate tastes, even, by med- 
ication or subtraction. 

For all alcoholic preparations. 
such as the pungent tonic that bar- 
bers are wont to use on our hair: 
various extracts, and a whole flock 
of liquid medicinal compounds are 
subject to the grand taboo that the 
national prohibition law sends into 
effect on January 16. 

A series of conferences begins in 
Washington on the first of next 
month to consider the cases of the 
various fluid offenders, and discuss 
methods whereby the attraction 
that these substances have for the 
tastes of those that have been de- 
nied their habitual “nip” can be ob- 
literated, or decreased. 

This information is contained in 
a statement given ‘out by the dis- 
trict attorney Monday, and follows 
in full. 

“The attention of persons interested is 
called to the fact that after the 16th of 
January certain alcoholic prenarations which 
Are at present on the market and which 
are perhaps not primarily intended for bev- 
erage purposes, but which are canable of 
heing so used. cannot be legally manufac- 
tured and sold. 

It has been deemed advisable for the 
protection of the interests both of the gov- 
ernment and of the mannfacturers, that a 
series of eonferences and hearings in re- 
rard to such preparations be had in Wash- 
ington during the week of December 1. 
1919. The purpose of these hearings will 
be to devise ways and means to either 
medicate or decrease the potability of these 
prenarations. 

All manufacturers interested tn this mat- 
ter should take notice of the fact that op- 
portunity will be given them at that e 
to present their views on the subject pera, 
the commissioner of internal revenne, either 
in writing or by personal discussion. The 
narticrlar classes of preparations which will 
be nnder consideration at this time are: 

*‘Tarbers’ supplies and perfumes, Monday. 
December 1, 10 a. m. to 1 p. m. 

“Lianid medicinal compounds, Wednesday, 
December 3, 10 a. m. to 1 p. m. 

“Flavoring extracts, Friday. December 5. 

“The hearings will he held in the Hone 
bnilding, Roem 301, 1330 F street, N. W., 
Washington. D. C. 

“The national prohibition act in title 2 
defines the prohibition liquors as including 
amongst other things. all malt or fermented 
liquids or componnds whether medicated.

haif on 1 per cert of alcohol by volume and 
which are fit for use for beverage pur- 
poses, . 

“Tt Ys aqnite tmnortant that all persons 
who are interested in this subject should 
take notice of this meeting and govern 
themselves accordinely, as the national pro- 
hibition law will be rigidilv enforced and 
the government will provide ample ma- 
chinervy for that rornnose.’’

“The miners cannot, collectively 
or individually, do any act or re- 
frain from doing any act that will 
further, or encourage, or continue 
the strike,” Mr. Simms asserted. It 
was the strike itself against which 
the injunction was leveled. 

Few, if any, miners in the In- 
diana coal fields reported for work 
today and no mines were operated.

William Turnblazer, who is. in 
charge of headquarters at Jellico. 
to issue a statement urging the men 
to return to work and keep up pro- 
duction while awaiting the outcome 
of the Washington conference. 

Late tonight no reply had been 
received from Mr. Keller’ but despite 
the fact there were fewer men at 
work Monday than any day last 
week, the miners and union of- 
ficials seemed more hopeful of re- 
newing operations, probably about 
Wednesday of this week, than they 
heretofore have expressed, 

Only about 10 per cent of the to- 
tal men in the field were at work 
and only a fraction of those were 
digging coal today. According to

In the Harlan field about 
3,000 men are working, all of whom 
are non-union, it is said.

Miners in the northern counties of 
West Virginia were urged to join 
the I. W. W. because it is the “only 
revolutionary organization that is 
hated by the capitalistic class.” 
They were asked to pay an i itia- 
tion fee of $2 and monthly dues 
of 50 cents, but if they desired they 
could transfer their membership 
from one “local” to any other “lo- 
cal” by simply getting in touch with 
the I. W. W. delegate in the camp 
where they might happen to be. 

This interesting information was 
found in the mass of I. W. W. lit- 
erature seized by agents of the de-

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On Cost of War 
To the World 


Gives Staggering Fig- 

ures of Costs to‘ Nations 
Engaged in Recent Ti- 
tanic Struggle. 


(The Constitution—Philadeiphia Public Ledger } 
Service—Coypright, 1919.) | 
Washington, November 17.—The 
first comprehensive report on the 
“direct and indirect costs of the 
war” has just been made by the 
Carnegie endowment for interna- 
tional peace, and published in a 
volume of that title. a 

After taking each of the countries 
separately, those on both sides, and 
then summarizing the total direct 
and the total indirect costs, the re- 
port gives the direct cost as $186,- 
000,000,000, and states that the in- 
direct costs “have amounted to: al- 
most as much more.” 

The capitalized value of ‘soldier 
human life, which is given among 
the “indirect” costs, is placed at 
$33,591,276,280. The property losses 
are divided as follows: On land, 
$29,960,000,000; to shipping and car- 
go, $6,800,000,000. Loss of produc- 
tion is an indirect cost of the war 
which has meant to the nations 
$45,000,000,000. War relief added 
$1,000,000,000. The loss to neutrals 
through the indirect cost te them 
is placed at $1,750,000,0U00. The to- 
tal indirect costs to all nations, 
those engaged in the war and the 
neutrals, is $151,612,642,560. 

The report which was gathered 
from hundreds of reliable sources 
by Ernest L. Bogart, professor af 
economics in the University of Illi- 
nois, in estimating the “capitalized 
value of human life,” fixes the 
worth of the individual at figures 
ranging from $2,020 in Bulgaria, 
Turkey, Greece, Japan, Rumania, 
Serbia and several other countries 
up to $4,720 for the United States, 
where the economic worth of the in- 
dividual to the nation is placed at 
the highest. 

In addition to the $33,551,000,000 
given as the economic worth. of 
those who lost their lives or were 
injured in actual warfare, an equal 
amount is allowed for. civilian 
losses. Although many of the lat- 
ter were of children and old per- 
sons instead of men in the prime of 
life, the estimate given for the civil- 
ian loss is believed to be conserva- 
tive. 

“Granting the propriety of plac- 
ing a capital value on human life,” 
says the report, “the total amount 
of losses, both civil and military, on 
the basis of M. Barriol’s computa- 
tion, which includes women and 
children as well as men, may be set 
down as $67,000,000,000. 

The number of known dead is 
placed at 1,998,771; the presumed 
dead at 2,991,800. To .the losses 
from death and wounds, there is 
added “those resulting from dis- 
ease of pestilence, privation, hard- 
ship, physical exhaustion and sim- 
ilar causes.”

SAYS LORD 


In Discussing Effect of 
United States Senate 
Reservations Before 
Commons — World ‘Sit- 
uation Described as 
Grave. 


London, November 17.—It would 
be difficult to exaggerate the grav- 
ity of the international situation, 
said Lord Robert Cecil in the house 
of commons today while the gov- 
ernment’s Russian policy was under 
debate. It was impossible to ig- 
nore, either the serious news from 
the United States, he said. in re- 
ferring to the action of the senate 
on the German peace treaty. He 
did not desire to express an opinion 
of the legitimacy of the senate’s 
action from the American view- 
point, he declared, but the reserva- 
tions that had been provisionally 
accepted amounted almost to the 
repudiation ‘of the covenant. and 
the repudiation of the covenant 
meant the repudiation of the treaty. 

“At the best,” continued Lord 
Robert, “nothing is to be expected 
but a long period of negotiations 
and the possibility of further rejec- 
tion when the negotiations are con- 
cluded. We desire American co- 
operation and American leading, 
but if the United States decides not 
to share in this great international 
effort we must go on and the bur- 
den would be the greater upon us 
and the other nations.” 


NO FRENCH APPROVAL 
FOR THE RESERVATIONS. 

Paris, November 17.—News of the 
adoption by the United States sen- 
ate of ten reservations to the Ger- 
man peace treaty was receiyed with 
great interest In peace conference 
circles. The point apparently being 
most discussed by the delegates in 
general is as to whether the senate 
will ultimately insist upon the 
reservations being formally approv- 
ed by the other governments as now 
specified in the preamble. In 
French circles the indications are 
that the French government is not 
prepared to give its formal ap- 
proval. 

There likewise is much specula- 
tion as to how far the American 
reservations might possibly affect 
the reservations some of the minor 
powers, such as China, Rumania 
and Jugo-Slavia, desire to make. 

China has never signed the Ger- 
man peace treaty. The Chinese del- 
egates offered to sign it subject to 
a reservation on the question of 
Shantuneg, but were not permitted 
to do so. Rumania and Jugo-Slavia 
did not sign the Austrian peace 
treaty taking exception to the 
clause regarding the protection of 
racial minorities.

NO PROHI REFERENDUM 
FOR ARKANSAS VOTERS. 

Little Rock. Ark., November 17.— 
The Arkansas ‘supreme court today 
sustained the action of the secre- 
tary of state in refusing to certify 
out petitions for a referendim elec- 
tion in this state on ratification of 
the national prohibition amendment. 

The amendment was ratified by 
the 1919 legislature. 

The court héid that under the 
state constitution a ratification res- 
olution on a proposed amendment to 
the federal constitution could not be 
classed as a legislative act subject 
to the referendum law.

Much is said and written of the 
grouch baseball magnate who is 
always demanding his pound of 
flesh from his players. It is a treat 
to hear or read of a magnate so 
anxious to do a friendly turn for his 
players that he gets himself inte 
trouble. This is the case with 
Charles S. Johnson, owner of the 
Binghamton, N. Y., franchise in 
the new International league last 
season. 

Atter one year in minor league 
ball, Johnson, who is quite wealthy, 
decided baseball in his home burg 
was a delusion and a snare. He de- 
cided to quit when the _ season 
closed. After paying off his crew 
of pastimers, Johnson presented 
each man with his unconditional 
release. 

Everything was lovely until a 
few days ago when Akron, Ohio, 
capitalists bought the Bingham- 
ton franchise. The purchasers in- 
GQuired after the players. It was 
discovered then that Binghampton 
had no players. Further investiga- 
tion showed they had been uncondi- 
tionally released and many of them 
had signed with other clubs. They 
had been released without the for- 
mality of allowing other clubs in 
the league to waive on them. 

The result was the case was tak- 
en before the national association 
at their annual pow-wow in Spring- 
field, ‘Mass., last week, and the men 
were ordered to report to the Akron 
outfit. 

Although he remained in minor 
league baseball but one_ season, 
Charles 8S. Johnson proved himself 
one of the rarest of magnates. He 
treated his players like brothers. 
Not a one of them ever appealed to 
him with a grievance, but he went 
away happy. 

Johnson startled the baseball 
world when she bought the Bing- 
hamton club and named “Frank 
Schulte manager. Schulte and John- 
son were boyhood chums. Schulte 
was fading as a major leaguer when 
Johnson took his plunge as a mag- 
nate, so Johnson declared he bought 
the club to help the former Cub 
star. 

The plan was for Johnson to fi- 
nance the team until it looked like 
a good proposition, when he agreed 
to turn the whole property over to 
Schulte at a nominal sum. The 
project proved to be a rank. bloom- 
er,, however, and in the one season 
Johnson lost nearly $30,000. John- 
son has almost an excess of civic 
pride, but his keen business sense 
which made him wealthy would not 
permit him to tie up for another 
year with an almost certain loses.

As brought out during the prog- 
ress of the conference, it is the pur- 
pose of the univeristy to have an 
annual date in Atlanta on which to 
play the big game of the Georgia 
schedule, just as the Crimson con- 
test here Saturday will be the big 
date of this season's itinerary. 

The alumni and supporters also 
propose to have more than just the 
football game in featrues which will 
take place before and after the event 
to afford the old Georgia men an 
opportunity of getting together in a 
reunion with the present students 
of the institution who will come up 
for the game en masse.

GARCIA DISMISSED 
FOR NOT REBUKING 
TEXAS GOVERNOR 


Laredo, Texas, November 17.—.An- 
ares Garcia, Mexican consul at El 
Paso, has been dismissed by the 
Carranza government, according to 
Mexico City advices received. here 
today, because “he remained calmly 
seated” at a banquet in El Paso 
when Governor Hobby, of Texas, 
urged intervention in Mexico. 

Official announcement has_ been 
made in Mexico City, the advices 
Sated, that Garcia would be suc- 
ceeded by Ignacio Moran y Heriscal, 
his private secretary. The an- 
nouncement declared Governor Hob- 
by “is M@stinguished for his viru- 
lent attacks on Mexico.” 


El Paso, Texas.,. November 17.—-4 
Andres G. Garcia, for five years con- 
sul general for Mexico here and in- 
spector general of Mexican consu- 
lates in the United States, said he 
had not received official notice of 
his dismissal, as reported in news 
di@patches. 

Referring to the report that he 
was removed for his alleged atti- 
tude with regard to an address de- 
livered here by Governor Hobby, Mr. 
Garcia issued the following forma) 
statement: 

“T feel that during my entire term 
of service to my country here I have 
been in every way loyal and truly 
patriotic as a Mexican citizen and 
that I have served the best inter- 
ests of my country at all times. 
N “As to my attitude toward Amer- 

cans, I feel that in all things and 
at all times I have been fair in 
every way, and I am sure that I 
have always tried to be entirely 
fair-minded with the citizens of the 
United States with whom I have had 
dealings.” 

Some politicians and some news- 
papers in Mexico City have criti- 
cised Consul General Garcia for his 
work in behalf of Americans and 
other foreigners in Mexieo. 

Recently it was announced that 
a consul would be appointed for El 
Paso to relieve Consul General Gar- 
cia of the routine work here locally 
and allow him freedon to visit the 
various consular posts in the United 
States in connection with his duties 
as inspector general of consulates 
for Mexico. 

Governor Hobby, at a banquet in 
@ local hotel on August 29, 1919, 
said: “IT am in favor of protecting 
the rights and property of Ameri- 
cans in Mexico and everywhere 
else. And I am in favor of inter- 
wention in Mexicoas the only means 
of doing this in that countyr.”

The officers of the bank have ap- 
plied to the bonding company that 
furnished the bond for Green as 
vice president to make good on his 
bond. They presented a list of de- 
posit slips that they claim were 
falsified by Green, and stated that 
his deficit amounted to many times 
the amount of the bond. 

The grand jury probe of the affair 
was asked, it is said, because as 
long. as the case remained in the 
hands of a justice of the peace wit- 
nesses from another county could 
net be summoned to testify, and be- 
cause it is declared that nine-tenths 
of the witnesses in the case would 
be from Fulton county. This fact, 
it is stated, would make it prac- 
tically impgssible for the prosecu- 
tion to pfesent their case unless 
the attendance of the Fulton county 
witnesses could be compelled in the 
Campbell county court.
